BOERS ATTACK. ROBERTS 


Adds. Another Element of Uncertainty 


to the Situation 


London, Feb. 26.—The fact, as indicat- 


ed by the latest dispatches, that Boer 
reinforcements for Cronje are now 
strong enough to make repeated attacks 
in force on General Roberts' troops has 
added another element of uncertainty 
to the situation. 


Last evening tVsre was considerable 


disappointment because the surrender 
of Cronje, which had been regarded 
as imminent for several days, Iliad not 
yet been announced. It is believed in 
many quarters now that probably Rob- 


j erts has to employ a large part of his 


force in fighting off the Boer reinforce- 
ments arriving from Natal and Cape 
Colony, and that accordingly he cannot 
press Cronje so closely as he otherwise 
would. 


Lord Roberts has already 
captured 


over DOO Boera, and. at this rate, he will 
soon have quite a respectable array of 
prisoners to hold as hostages for the 
3000 British already in Pretoria. 


General Cronje's refusal to accept the 


offer of Lord Roberts to allow the wom- 
en and children to pass through the 
lines indicates either- that the position 


i is less desperate than has been supposed 


I or that he has been a.ble to dig an ab- 


•olutely safe place for them. 


Everything goes to show that Geiwa.1 


Buller's advance 
is most stubbornly 


contested and most cautiously carried 
out. 
, 


It is hoped that he will soon be in a 


position where General White will be 
able to assist him materially. 


The campaign is now approaching a 


most interesting phase. 
In about a 


fortnight the congress of the Afrikan- 
der Bund will mee'i, and it is rumored 
that Mr. Hofmeyer will then propose 
peace terms on the basis of the repub- 
lic's retaining absolute independence, 
but offering to disarm. If these terms 
are rejected it is understood that a man- 
ifesto will be boldly issued to the Dutch 
throughout South Africa, calling upon 
them to throw off their allegiance to 
Great Britain. 


Probably these rumors are exagger- 


ated, but there is no doubt that the 
greatest anxiety prevails in Cape Town 
regarding coming events. 


The latest dispatches from South Af- 


rica show that Boer relief forces ad- 
vancing to reinforce General Cronje are 
now strong enough to make repeated at- 
tacks on Roberts' outposts. The fact 
that he has not yet been able to compel 
Cronje's surrender is thought Dy some 
of the war experts to be probably due to 
the fact that he has his hands full trying 
to fight off the Boer reinforcements. 
Another 
opinion advanced is that 


Cronje's position is much stronger than 
had been supposed. 


The war office publishes the following 


dispatch from Lord Roberts: 


Paardeberg, Feb. 24, 12:20 p. m.—Par- 


ties of Boers recently arrived from Natal 
attacked our outposts in force again 
yesterday. They lost a good many killed 
and wounded and nearly 100 prisoners, 
including a commandant and three field 
cornets. 
Our casualties 
were 
four 


officers wounded, nine men killed, 23 
men wounded and two men missing. 
On Feb. 21 and 22 one officer and 13 men 
were wounded. Six men were wounded 
yesterday 
by hollow-nosed Mauser 


bullets. The nickel case is slit with four 
slits, making the projectile of the most 
expansive and explosive nature possible. 
A wounded Boer brought to our hospital 
yesterday had 60 of these bullets in his 
pockets. During the advance to and at 
Kimberley the casualties were: Offi- 
cers, two killed, 13 wounded; men, four 
killed, 78 wounded.

When the senate concluded routine 


business, Mr. 
Turley of Tennessee 


called up the resolution from the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections that 
M. S. Quay is not entitled to a seat in | 
the senate as senator from Pennsyl- j 
vania. Mr. Turley spoke in opposition j 
to his seating. He said there- was no 
case exactly similar ever before the 
senate, for the action of Pennsylvania's 
governor was inn the teeth of every 
provision of the constitution bearing 
on the subject. 


A reconnoissance Saturday in force 


under General Gatacre, with eight guns, 
found the Boers occupying a ridge three 
miles beyond Molteno, in the Stormberg 
direction. Montmorency's scouts charged 
the Boers, who crept around the scouts' 
flank, pouring in a deadly fire. The 
scouts were finally compelled to retire, 
having lost heavily. Fourteen are miss- 
ing. General Gatacre has issued a di- 
visional order announcing the killing of 
Captain 
Montmorency, 
commanding 


Montmorency's scouts, and Lieutenant 
Colonel F. H. Hoskier of the Third Mid- 
dieses volunteer artillery. The recon- 
noissance was valuable and would have 
been satisfactory had it not been for 
the unfortunate disaster to the scouts, 
with whom Lieutenant Colonel Hoskier 
happened to be. Their loss was four 
killed and many wounded and missing. 


It is reported that the Boers were in 


strength at Fourteen Streems, to the 
north of Kimberley, on "Wednesday, hav- 
ing two guns and many wagons. 
They 


had destroyed the bridge over the Vaal 
river. 


The Times publishes the following 


from Paardeberg, dated Feb. 21: Gen- 
eral Cronje's forces have good cover 
from the British artillery fire and have 
considerable stores of provisions. 


Spenser Wilkinson, reviewing the mil- 


itary situation in Th§ Morning Post, 
says: 
The probabilities that the Boers 


have not been able to collect a large 
force to attack Lord Roberts, General 
Cronje's surrender may occur at any 
moment.

committee of 10 is to report its con- 
clusions and recommendations to a Re- 
publican conference.to be held Monday 


1 evening next." 


The conference met in the hall of the 


house to consider the situation. 
Un- 


usual interest attached to the meeting, 
owing to the division of sentiment which 
has developed on the bill. 


The speeches of M1?. Mc<Jall and Mr. 


Uttlefield attracted much interest be- 
cause of the positive attitude they have 
taken. Mr. McCall spoke calmly, but 
did not abate any of his opposition to 
the measure as a whole and showed no 
disposition to accept any of the com- 
promises suggested. Mr. Littlefleld was 
more vehement, declaring that he could 
not surrender his views against 
the 


measure as a whole, although he felt 
disposed to turn the subject over to the 
president. 
Mr. Littlefield 
also sug- 


gested that free trade be given to Puerto 
Kico, with a distinct declaration that 
this should not operate as a precedent 
applicable to other insular-possessions. 


This was met with a counter-proposi- 


tion from Mr. Throop of Pennsylvania 
tr-at the 25 percent rate as provided by 
the original bill be retained, with a 
declaration that this should not operate 
as a precedent. Neither proposition was 
favorably entertained and they were not 
pressed. 


Up to midnight none of the propositions 


had been voted upon and members be- 
gan leaving- the hall. The feeling pre- 
vailed, however, that the two years' 
limitation would be agreed upon as a 
basis of compromise, and that with this 
change the bill would receive pretty 
general, although not unanimous, sup- 
port.

middle ground was unanimously ac- 
cepted by all present. The conference 
adjourned until tonight, when the report 
of the committee of 10 will be received. 


The effort to unite the Republicans of 


the house in a Puerto Rican bill have 
failed and at midnight Sunday, after 
prolonged conferences, it was stated 
tnat matters were substantially where 
they were Saturday. Other efforts at 
harmony may be made today. 


The event of the week in the house el 


representatives will be the taking of the 
vote on the Puerto R>can tariff bill. This 
has been set for 3 p. m. tomorrow, al- 
though the differences which have arisen 
on the bill may compel a rearrangement 
of the program. The general debate on 
the measure -will close today, and to- 
morrow, up to the hour of voting, the de- 
hate will proceed under the five-minute 
rule. 


Extraordinary Interest attaches to the 


outcome of this struggle, owing to the 
differences which have arisen on the 
B&publtcan side of the chamber. It had 
toeen arranged that the debate should 
proceed tonig-y, but this must give way 
to the Republican conference in the hall 
•of the house at 8 p. m., when a final ef- 
fort will be made to reconcile differences 
and agree upon a compromise bill. 


For the rest of the week no exact pro- 


cedure has been arranged, except that 
the Alabama contested election case of 
•Aldrich vs. Robbins will be considered 
as soon as the Puerto Rican bill is out 
of the way. This case involves race 
questions and gives the opportunity for 
that extended range of debate usually 
excited by questions of that nature. The 
army appropriation bill Is on the calen- 
dar and doubtless will receive considera- 
tion the latter part of the week. Owing 
.to the extent of the military forces In the 
Philippines the appropriations this year 
are exceptionally heavy, and this may 
bring on a general discussion of army 
affairs and the Philippines. 


The Hawaiian bill and the Nicaragua 


canal bill also are awaiting a hearing, 
although it is not likely either of them 
will be taken up this week. 


The time of the senate this week will 


toe divided between the questions of the 
finances, the government policy towards 
the insular possessions and the seating 
of Senator Quay upon the nomination 
of the governor of Pennsylvania. The 
Hawaiian bill remains the unfinished 
business, subject to removal at any time 
by the Quay resolution, and also by the 
'conference report upon the currency bill.

Harvard university told students at the 
University of Chicago yesterday that 
many perplexing questions about re- 
ligious fundamentals 
had 
been pro- 


pounded of late to Harvard university 
preachers; that this desire to be In- 
formed was typical of the age; 
that 


church attendant; , all over America haJ 
fallen off noticeably, but that men were 
retaining the original principles taught 
by William Ellery Chanriing. 


Continuing, he said: "Harvard has 


always stood for the freedom of thought 
and science essential to sincere and earn- 
est truth seeking. We employ five dif- 
ferent preachers six weeks each and a 
professor in Christian morals has the 
other six weeks. 


"They not only preach, but sit every 


day to discuss any religious question 
with students in conversation. Young 
men come there bent on truth seeking, 
with nothing to gain but an Inspiration 
to better life. They ask many difficult 
things and many of the ministers told me 
that the ordeals were most trying. 


"Now 
this attitude among the stu- 


dents at a modern -aistltution of educa- 
tion typifies the state of modern world. 
The whole community is examining the 
grounds of its fundamental beliefs and 
the whole conception of the government 
of the universe has changed. 


"I know of no denomination except the 


Roman Catholics which has not experi- 
enced a great change in attendance. The 
pastor of Phillips Brooks church in Bos- 
ton told me recently there had been a 
sensible decline, not in good works, but 
in the number of persons present at the 
services. I have felt the same thing in 
the chapel at Cambridge. I have learned" 
since coming here it is'also true in the 
churches of this city."

Seafaring Men Doubt Whether 


the Steamer Californian 


Can Be Saved 


Portland, Me., Feb. 26.—Steamer Cali- 


fornian, bound out from this port for 
Glasgow, via Halifax, went ashore on 
Ram island ledge, half way between 
Portland Head light and Cape Eliza- 
beth light, atrly Sunday morning. 


The Californian was in charge of Pilot 


Parsons. 
The \v-'ad was blowing hard 


from the southeast and was accompa- 
nied at the time by heavy rain. There 
was a heavy sea running. 
Pilot Par- 


sons left the ship on reaching the bell 
buoy, off Cushing's island point, after 
he gave the officers of the ship the cor- 
rect course. 
Within 10 minutes after 


the Californian was hard and fast 
aground on Ram Island ledge. This is 
a reef which runs out from Ram island. 
For some reason, which has not yet beea 
satisfactorily explained, the ship had 
got several points off her course when 
she struck. 


As soon as she struck bombs were 


fired, rockets sent up and coloredlights 
burned. 
The rockets were observed 'oy 


the patrol men at the Cape Elizabeth 
life saving station, but on account of 
the severe gale and hSgh sea they were 
unable to render the steamer any as- 
sistance. • 


About 10 o'clock Sunday forenoon the 


life saving boat from the Cape Eliza- 
beth We saving station arrived, on 
trucks, at Fort Williams, about seven 
miles from the station. 
The life savers 


put off for the steamer, intending to 
transfer the passengers from the steam- 
er to the tug Piedmont. 
Some of the 


women passengers desired to be trans- 
ferred, but on seeing the manner in 
which the lifeboat pitched an'd rolled, 
they decided not to leave the ship. 


Most of the local seafaring men are of 


the opinion that the rocks have pene- 
trated the bottom of the vessel in sev- 
eral places, and they doubt very muon 
if sfie can be saved. 
Captain Barclay 


says that the hold is full of water, the 
fires extinguished, there is a heavy s< a 
and the passengers are perfectly safe. 
They elected not to be transferred. 


The ship is lying under the lee of 


Ram island, and the ledge, and al- 
though the waves are breaking with 
great force the ledge acts as a break- 
water and protects the ship, whiih is 
lying motionless. The passengers will 
probably be taken off today, without 
danger.

has made this season from this port- 
She was bound Co Glasgow by way of 
Halifax. 
She arrived in Portland the 


latter part of last week.

"As to the immediate.' question before 


the department, whether enlisted sol- 
diers can purchase their discharges as 
in times of peace, I do not feel compe- 
tent to utter a decided opinion. 
That 


is a matter whereon the advice of the 
attorney general will undoubtedly be 
asked. 
It is my private belief, though, 


that when soldiers are badly needed, 
even if a state of war does not exist, 
they should not be allowed to take ad- 
vantage of this privilege. 


"I would distinguish between a tech- 


nical war and an insurrection. 
Inso- 


far as the conditions %ffect our soldiers 
in the field, and wMn reference to the 
privileges that belong to them in times 
of peace, we are at war. 
But techni- 


cally and actually, we are not in a state 
of war, and the campaign should not be 
spoken of as war."

Jn many eases more likely than the lat- 
ter to become chronic. The habit may 
bo rc-gulatc-d more beneli'jially by diet 
than by drugs. It is of the strongest 
ad\antage to the child's general health 
to keep the bowels open, but it is a fact 
that many mothers who guard watch- 
fully against a costive tendency in their 
babies, relapse into great carelessness 
in this matter as their children grow old- 
er. 


To lessen a disposition to constipation 


coarse meals and breads will be found ex- 
cellent. 
Graham bread or gems, rye, 


corn, whole wheat or 
Boston brown 


bread, m«ith, cracked wheat, oatmeal 
and similar preparations are admirable. 
With these a little goo'i molasses will 
prove a useful corrective of the trouble. 
Cream should be eaten with the cereals. 
Gingerbread sweetened with molassea 
and brown sugar is often helpful. 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD. 


Sift together one and a half cups each 


6f cornmeal and white or whole wheat 
flour, with a half teaspoonful of salt. 
Stir into them a half cup of molasses 
find a whole cup of sweet milk. Beat 
well, dissolve a scant teaspoonful of soda 
in a little boiling water, whip this into 
the batter, turn it into a well greased 
Boston brown bread mould, cover tight- 
ly, and boil steadily for three hours. 
Turn it out on a flat dish, when done, and 
set it in the oven for five minutes to dry 
oft before sending to table. 
• 


QUICK WHOLE WHEAT BREAD. 
Sift a teaspoonful of salt and two of 


baking powder into a quart of whole 
•« heat flour. Into this chop a, tablespoon- 
ful of butter or sweet dripping. Moisten 
it with enough milk to make a soft dough 
—about three cupfuls will be required— 
handling it as little and as lightly as 
possible. 
Have the dough very soft. 


Form with the hands info small loaves, 
and bake in brick shaped tins in a brisk 
oven. 
When cold it may be cut like 


raised bread. If preferred, the dough 
may be moulded with the hands into 
biscuit, or rolled into a sheet and cut into 
rounds. 


Many students of dietetics consider 


the quickly raised bread better than that 
which has been raised with yeast. The 
bread for which the recipe has just been 
given is easily made and is generally 
satisfactory. 


WHOLE WHEAT GEMS. 


Stir two slightly beaten eggs into a 


tint of warmed milk, and add to them a 
teaspoonful of brown sugar and a table- 
spoonful o£ butter, melted. Beat in, a 
little at a time, a cup and a half of whole 
wheat flour, or enough to make a good 
batter, using the spoon vigorously aad 
beating the batter well up from the bot- 
tom. 
Have ready gem pans, greased and 


heated, and turn the batter into these. 
Bake in a very hot oven. Graham gems 
may be made in the same way. 


CORN MUSH MUFFINS. 


Make a good cornmeal mush by cook- 


Ing a cupful of yellow cornmeal for an 
hour with two cups of boiling water in 
a double boiler. Before it cools stir in 
a tablespoonful of butter. Add to it, 
when cool, a cupful of milk, three well- 
beaten eggs, and three tablespoonfuls of 
Whole wheat flour, to which has been 
added a small teaspoonful of baking 
powder, beat all well, and bake in thor- 
oughly greased gem pans or muffin tins. 


Stewed fruits, like prunes or figs, and 


apple sauce are sometimes efficacious in 
controlling constitpation in children,— 
and in grown persons also. Abundance 
of water,—never iced,—should be drunk, 
better, perhaps, before or after meals 
than while eating, and the child with 
this complaint should be encouraged to 
drink a glass of water at bedtime. Fresh 
green vegetables should be given, 
but 


those containing much starch would 
better be withheld. Eggs have a ten- 
dency to constitpate, as do sweet pastry 
and fried foods. Simple puddings made 
of rice or sago may be given to the child 
and a plain Indian pudding, eaten with 
cream sweetened with maple or brown 
sugar, is excellent. Children suffering 
from constitpation should avoid all dried 
fruits except prunes and figs, and should 
abstain from nearly all berries. Cheese 
and pickles should have no place in the 
young child's dietary, and more especial- 
ly to be condemned for any one afflict- 
ed with a costive tendency. Nuts, cakes 
(except plain gingerbread), salted fish or 
meats also, have a disposition to increase 
the disorder. Chocolate, plain or in sim- 
ple combinations, is a valuable correc- 
tive. 


INDIAN PUDDING. 


Heat three cups of milk in a double 


toiler. Stir a half teaspoonful of salt 
into half a cup of yellow cornmeal, and 
as soon as the milk is hot put the meal 
into it by tl!e handful, stirring it care- 
fully to prevent lumping. Cook for half 
an hour, stirring often. At the end of this 
time have ready in a bowl half a cupful 
of molasses and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter well beaten together, stir the milk 
and meal into this and add a Iteas-poon- 
ful of mace, cinnamon and ginger, mixed, 
and two eggs, whipped light. Beat very 
hard before turning the pudding fnto a 
buttered baking dish. It should bake 
covered in a steady oven for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, and then be stirred well 
from the bottom and allowed to brown on 
top. 


CHOCOLATE BLANC MANGE. 


Soak half a ;v^'tag« of gelatine in half 


a cup of cold water for an hour. Heat 
two cups of milk in a double boiler, and 
add to it two heaping ta.blespoonfuls of 
grated chocolate, which has been melt- 
ed over hot water and moistened with a 


little milk. Stir half a cup of sugar with 
the g-elatine, and turn them into the miik. 
Do not remove the spoon until the gela- 
tine is" thoroughly 
dissolved. Strain 


through a fine wire sieve, and when cool 
s&ason with a teaspoonful of extract ot 
Viinilla. Set to form in one lajrge mould 
or several small forms, wetting them 
first with cold water. 
When firm, «sU 


with powdered sugar and cream.

Secure tvtc> or three pounds of veal te

BREAKFAST STEW. 


Cut three-quarters of a pound of co!4 


roast beef into small pieces, heat slowly 
with half a pint of water, one tablespoon-? 
f ul of chili sauce, one teaepoonf ul of salt 
and half as much pepper. Rub together 
two tablespoonfuls of flour and butter, 
add a little of the warm gravy and then, 
add the whole to the beef and let cook: 
for five minutes. This stew may be va- 
ried by the addition of an onion browned 
In butter, and table sauce may be sub- 
stituted for chili sauce. Servexl with bits 
of dry toast it will always prove an ac^ 
ceptable breakfast dish. 


FRIED APPDES. 


Select apples of about equal size ani$ 


pare and core them with parer; pre- 
pare the frying pan by heating it and. 
putting in be«f drippings, lay the apples 
in the pan skin side down, sprinkle with 
a little brown sugar and when nearly 
done turn and brown quickly and thor- 
oughly. Apples may also be fried by 
cutting in slices across the core and; 
treating them as you would pancakes, 
but the first mentioned way is prefer- 
able. 


STEWED FISH. 


Any g-oooNeized fresh water fish wil} 


answer for this dish. Cut the fish acrosi 
in slices an inch and one-half thick an<3 
sprinkle well with salt; boil two sliced 
onions until done, pour off the water, 
season with pepper, add two teacupfuls 
of hot water and a little parsley, and in. 
this simmer the fish until thoroughly 
done. Serve hot with drawn butter and 
with the sauce made by the cooking of 
the fista. ._ 


LANCASHIRE PUDDING. 


Take cold cooked beef or veal, chop 


and season as for hash; have ready hot 
mashed potatoes seasoned as if for the 
table, and put into a shallow baking dish 
first a layer of meat, then a layer of po- 
tatoes, and so on until the dish is heap- 
ig full; smooth over the top of the-pota- 
toes and make little holes in which place 
pieces of butter; bake until a nice brown* 


BROWNED HAM. 


~ A nice way to us up scraps and bits of 
boiled ham is to chop them fine, add some 
of the fat also chopped fine, and put in 
a baking pa" first a layer of bread 
crumbs, then a layer of the mixed ham, 
and so on till all is used, putting a few- 
bits of fat over the top; pour over all 
a little water or weak stock and set in the 
oven to brown. A good breakfast dish. 


PORK AND APPLE PIE. 


Trim a deep dish with paste as for 


chicken pie, put in a layer of sliced sour 
apples, season with sugar and spice; add 
a layer of fresh, rather lean, pork, sliced 
thin, season with salt and pepper; then 
place alternate layers of apples and pork 
until the dish is nearly full; put in a. little 
water, cover with paste and bake slowly 
until thoroughly done.

A NOVEL FUTURITY. 


of Charter Oalt Park An. 


nounce Event For 1903. 


The managers of the famous Chartei 


Oak park track have announced a nov- i 
el Futurity stake for trotting bred foala 
of 1900 to race in 1903, says the St 
Louis Post-Dispatch. The guaranteed 
value is $10,000, §7,500 of which will go 
to the colts that trot, while $2,500 is 
reserved for the pacers. The money 
in the trotting race will be divided aa 
follows: Six thousand dollars to the 
winner, $1,000 to the second and §500 
to the third. The winner of the pacing 
race is to receive $2,000, the second 
horse §300 and the third §200. Entries 
will close on March 10, when the brood 
mares must be named. 


Perhaps the most remarkable feature 


of the race Is the first payment. Tha 
fee to name a xare in the Futurity is 
only §1. The second payment is §5 
and is due on Nov. 1, 1900, when the 
foal must be described. After this data 
there are further payments of §10 on 
March 1, 1901, and March 1, 1902, and 
a final payment oi$5 on March 1, 1903, 
when the foal must be named. Thia 
makes the total cost of starting in a 
$10,000 race only §31, or less than one- 
third of 1 per cent. The race will be 
governed by the rules of the National 
Trotting association in force on the 
date of the contest and wjll be known 
aa the Hartford Futurity.

lowing special from Mafeking, Jan. 20, 
by runner to Gaberones, Feb. 2: 


"Saturday was the one hundredth 


day of the siege. The43oers have fired 
800 rounds from their 94 pounder into 
the town. I long ago lost count of the 
rounds from the other guns. Some 50 
tons of metal have been shot at us, but 
we still pursue the even tenor of our 
way. 


"It is funny to hear one ask the best 


way to go to such a place, perhaps only 
a block away, and hear the reply, 'Go 
as far as the end of this dugout, then 
cross to the opposite B. S. trench, then 
round the C. S. dugout.' I said that 
rations had been reduced. They have 
been increased again to a pound and a 
quarter per man per diem, with vege- 
tables twice a week. Everybody is fat 
for want of exercise.

dredth day of the siege was celebrated 
by a dinner at Bison's hotel to the 
commandant by Lieutenant Colonel 
Vyvyan. No press tickets were issued. 


"On Saturday we held a grand agri- 


cultural and produce show, which was 
highly successful. Cattle, poultry, veg- 
etables, fruit and flowers were exhibit- 
ed and prizes offered for the finest ani- 
mals born since the beginning of the 
siege. A diploma of honor was offered 
also for the best baby born during the 
siege. There were six competitors and 
two awards; result, four lifelong ene- 
mies for the judges.

"Just before I dispatched my last 


letter a 100 pound shell passed through 
the office of the local paper, entering 
by the window and departing through 
the opposite wall. It did not stay long, 
bnt made considerable dust. 
Little 


damage was done. It was probably the 
act of a gunner infuriated by some 
statement about the Boers made in 
the Mafeking Mail. 
The shell tore 


hundreds of copies into minute frag- 
ments and scattered them broadcast 
It even threw a lot to the rafters. The 
editor, who was previously skeptical 
as to the utility of a press censor, now 
appreciates that institution, because 
he owes his life to having gone to in- 
terview that official. The Mail is now 
being produced underground on thin 
brown wrapping paper, there being no 
white left. 


"Very few casualties result from the 


sniping. They have killed a few poor 
women and children, but no men. They 
did wound a railway employee named 
Nielson, a bullet entering one temple 
and passing out at the other, but ho 
joined a game of cricket ten days 
after and only complained of head- 
aches. 


"On Wednesday a huddled mob of 


half starved black humanity, all fe- 
males except a few tiny black picka- 
ninnies and all naked and roped to- 
gether, were driven by the Boers to 
seek admission into the town, Com- 
mandant Snyman saying the natives 
belonged to the British. This is an old 
Boer trick to reduce our food supply. 
Baden-Powell sent an officer and or- 
derly with a white flag to meet their 
white flag and were told that the colo- 
nel declined to admit them. After the 
exchange of messages the flags of 
truce separated. 
Directly theirs was 


out of the way the Boers fired terrific 
volleys at our two men. 


"The colonel sent a remonstrance, 


and" Snyman made the usual stereo- 
typed apology. His farcictfl regrets 
came next day. The difficulty of pre- 
venting our men from rushing to the 
nearest Boer trenches is increasing 
daily. When our men do get a chance 
to fight with the enemy, I am afraid 
they will prove very vindictive and 
hard to restrain. If fearful reprisals 
are taken on the Boers on'e day, they 
have .only themselves to blame. 


"For instance, that poor little boy we 


buried last Wednesday was playing 
with others in Rowland's laager, right 
away from the town. It was visible 
for miles, owing to the red crosses fly- 
ing over it. Cronje and Suyman both 
promised to respect the houses, but 
now they are riddled with bullets. A 
woman who was standing nursing her 
baby was shot dead with a bullet 
through the breast while In the middle 
of 400 women and children. 


"Then an explosive 94 pounder was 


fired Into the laager. A piece fixed it- 
self In this boy's spine. The explosive 
used causes blood poisoning, like gan- 
grene. It is impossible to save the vic- 
tims; they lie in hospitals, suffering 
agony day and night. This poor little 
9-year-old had said the night before he 
died: 


" 'Mother, I hope It will not be long 


before I am dead; they say I shall not 
feel the pain then. Please put me in a 
very deep grave, so the cruel Boers 
cannot hurt my back again." 


"Does the world wonder that the 


cemetery wns crowded with men with 
eyes full of tears and hearts full of 
vengeance?"

Charles Fletcher Has Discovered an : 


Art In Which He Han Interested i 
Frank Roclteffiler — New Material i 
Stood Tent In Lone Luke Voyage. 
Has the Streub'th of Steel. 
For ages the scientists of the world 


have been tryms to rediscover the se- 
cret of tempering copper, a secret 
known to have been possessed by the 
ancients from the discovery of knives 
niiule of solid copper in ancient ruins. 
To fathom the secret of how the copper 
In these keen old rustless knives was 
tempered would probably mean aa 
much profit to the man who patented 
the process now as any other invention 
that could be conceived. 


Tempered copper would be possible 


of use for many purposes for which the 
best copper that can now be made ia 
unfitted, for the reason that it is not 
sufficiently stiff or strong. By a new 
process of rolling a Massachusetts gen- 
ius has succeeded in attaining results 
that so far as sheet metal work is con- 
cerned are almost equal to what he 
would be able to accomplish if he had 
rediscovered the secret of tempering 
copper, says the Cleveland correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Record. The Mas- 
sachusetts genius is Charles Fletcher 
of Boston. He has succeeded in get- 
ting Frank Rockefeller, brother of the 
president of the Standard Oil company 
and himself a very rich man, interest- 
ed in the matter. Mr. Rockefeller says 
that if he finds on Investigation that 
the invention is all the inventor claims 
for it and not too expensive a process 
he will take it up. If he does, he says 
the plant for making the new material, 
which will revolutionize some things, 
will be located in Cleveland. 


By his invention Fletcher has suc- 


ceeded in making sheets of, so far as 
appearance goes, pure copper of won- 
derful thinness, and with the springi- 
ness, strength and capacity for being 
tempered that 
steel 
has. 
Many 


thousands of dollars have been spent 
on the experiments, 
and the few 


sheets of the new material that have 
been made cost a great deal more than 
their weight in gold'. Mr. Rockefeller 
has made arrangements to meet the 
Inventor in New York and go Into de- 
tails in a few days. 


Fletcher's process consists In rolling 


a hot steel plate and two heated cop- 
per plates at the same time in such a 
way that the copper forms a skin over 
the surfaces of the steel and gives it 
all the wet and weather resistance that 
pure copper has. It will not rust and 
has at the same time the strength of 
steel. It can be stamped as well as 
tin and crimped or otherwise worked 
in ways and under circumstances that 
wo-ald be impossible with sheets of 
copper. 


On his desk In the Standard Oil of- 


fices .In Cleveland Frank Rockefeller 
has a small sheet of the new material, 
no name for which has yet been se- 
lected. The sheets were the size of 
letter paper and so thin as not to be 
very much heavier. The steel, itself 
was several times as thick as the cop- 
per,' and yet, on each surface of the 
steel there was a perfect skin of cop- 
per so thin that a strong magnifying 
glass did not show its edge at the edge 
of the plate. To all appearances the 
sheet was all copper, but its springi- 
ness showed that it was not. 
These 


pieces of sheet metal represent the cul- 
mination of experiments 
extending 


over years. 


The inventor is an odd genius. His 


letter paper is headed-"Faraday Lab- 
oratory, Boston, Mass. What Hath 
God Wrought. Numbers xxili, 23." On 
the letter heading there are about a 
dozen references to texts in the Bible. 
Although he has had considerable cor- 
respondence with the inventor, Mr. 
Rockefeller has not yet met him. Last 
summer the inventor sent some sam- 
ples of his new sheet metal to Mr. 
Rockefeller, who had an idea that such 
plates of greater thickness would be 
valuable material for making steel lake 
Bteamers. He arranged with Captain 
McDougall, inventor of tie whaleback, 
to tow a model made of the new ma- 
terial behind one of his whalebacks for 
a trip up and down the lakes to see 
how it would stand it. When the model 
came back, the copper skin over the 
steel plates was as shiny aa when it 
had been put into the water. Whether 
it is along this line or In the making of 
stamped articles of use and ornament, 
Buch as gas chandeliers, cornices and 
roofings, that the new materials will he 
used will in a measure depend on the 
cost of production under actual condi- 
tions. 


"I think that the invention is one of 


the most remarkable that has come 
to my notice," said Mr. Rockefeller, 
"and people are all the time trying to 
get me into something of that sort. 
The copper and steel are rolled at the 
same time, and in the finished plate, 
no matter whether it is thick or thin, 
the copper is united with the steel so 
that it is impossible to break or strip 
it off in any way. It is practically a 
single thickness of metal, with a cop- 
per surface on either or both sides, 
whichever way It is made, and it can 
be made either way."

THE POBTO HICAN BILL 


The Porto Rlcan tariff bill, on which 


the final vote is to be given tomorrow, 
give the republicans more anxiety than 
any measure coming before congress 
this year. The bill proposed to impose 
23 per cent of the Dingly tariff on trade 
between the island and the United 
Slates, that is, 25 ner cent of the Dins- 
ley tariff is to be collected in this 
country on products from Porto Rico 
and 25 per cent of the Dingley tariff is 
to be collected in Porto Rico on pro- 
ducts from the United States. The es- 
tablishment of a tariff on trade be- 
tween this country and Porto Rico fs 
not acceptable to a number of repub- 
licans, and on their side is the recom- 
mendation of the president that ther? 
should be free trade between this 
country and Porto Rico. On the other 
hand a majority of the republican 
»members of the house favor a light tar- 
iff and see many complications ahead 
if free trade is establisned. There are 
a Jew republicans, led by Mr. McCall 
of Massachusetts, who object to the 
tariff on constitutional grounds, look- 
ing upon Porto Rico in the light of a 
territory on whose trade there should 
bo no restrictions. 


The main argument tor the tariff is j publican 


ministration. The srese/it administra- 
tion has had a no more searching pen 
engaged upon it«- In his estimate o£ 
Mr. Bryan and his "friends." the cor- 
respondent is characteristically inci- 
sive, more incisive perhaps thai it >» 
wise to be when writing for a public 
that has not had anything to compare 
with the correspondent's opportunity 
for observation on which to base Judg- 
ments. However,' accurate observers 
will agre'e with his conclusions though 
they might proter to state them more 
mildly. As to Mr. Bryan and his ad- 
p.'lrers the 001 respondent r.ays: 


"The essential difficulty is, from the 


standpoint of those who have seen Mr. 
Bryan at close range and know the 
class of advisers which surround him. 
that reliance could not be placed on 
his good judgment or conservatism. It 
seems strange to those ^ ho know the 
shallow character of the democratic 
candidate, and who follow the crude 
reasoning in whic-h he inauljres on vital 
economic problems, for ex-Governor 
Chamberlain and other estimable £en- 
tlement to write letters praising his pro- 
fundity, breadth of view, and intellect- 
ual ability. 
Everybody who knows 


anything of him knows that these esti- 
mates are at least exaggerations. The 
silver candidate belongs to a type of 
men \\ho are blameless enough per- 
sonally, and are not dishonest in pur- 
pose, but who boar the stamp of intel- 
lectual irresponsibility. These quali- 
ties in a president might not be fatal 
to the country if he were* jroverned' 
by the conservative judgment of other 
responsible men. But it is well under- 
stood by those who know the dualities 
of Bryan's entourage that it is made up 
largely of two types of men—those who 
are honest without having: judgment, 
and those who have judgment without 
being scrupulous as to their own sin- 
cerity, or the means of attaining their 
ends." 


Concerning the men who are aspir- 


ing to be Mr. Bryan's running- mate the 
correspondent says: 


"They are simply driftwood on the 


sea of political life, and their elevation 
to the presidency by accident, or even 


j the chair of the vice president, would 


be a source of unending merriment to 
those who did not blush for the degra- 
dation of the republic. National poli- 
tics would be reduced to the level of the 
New York board of aldermen in boodle 
times, even if individuals could prove 
that they had not accented monetary 
bribes. It seems almost inconceivable 


i to those who know the intellectual cal- 


iber of these men that intelligent per- 
sons in the east, or in any Dart of the 
country, should think for a monjent 
of supporting a national ticket made up 
of Bryan and one of these political ac- 
cidents, many grades below even his 
standard. It is quite possible that the 
silver democracy will see the folly of 
making such a nomination when the 
time comes and will name a man of 
moderate standing in his communitv 
and for whose judgment and intellec- 
tual character his neighbors have some 
respect, but at present the candidates 
who are makins- all the noise are men 
wfaom the city of Springfield would 
hardly tolerate for members of her 
board of aldemen." 


Nothing nearer to the heart of truth 


than this is has been heretofore said for 
the benefit of the voters of western 
Massachusetts. Yet it is bel'eved that 
the Bryan folly and the Springfield Re-

After his father's death his 


mother married a man named Mona- 
han, who had a dairy near Freehold, 
Moamouth county, N. J., and Dan, 
when a small boy, delivered milk to his 
stepfather's customers. His sister Eliz- 
abeth married Jacob Scholes, a circus 
rider, who lived long in New Jersey. 
Dan, weary of the milk route, struck 
oat for himself when young and made 
his way to Plttsburg, where he was 
successively stable boy, race rider and 
hack driver. After a little time, under 
the name of Dan Rice, he achieved 
prominence, if not exactly fame, as the 
owner and exhibitor of a learned pig, 
with which he and a man named Lind- 
say traveled through Pennsylvania and 
neighboring states, says the New York 
Sun. Rice and Lindsay sang songs and 
danced, but the pig was the principal 
attraction. 


Old friends of Dan relate that the 


death of the star performer broke up 
that show, and he drifted out to Nau- 
voo, Ills., where the Mormons then 
were under Joseph Smith's leadership, 
and remained with them for a time.

He~retu7ne~d to p7ttsburg~ and wentTto \ bloomed out as a rampant rebel, and 


SOME TRAINED CATS.

There Is only one peaxT farm in the 


•world. It is in the "Torres strait, at the 
northern extremity of Australia, and be- 
longs to Ja,mes Clark of Queen&land. 
Mr. Clark, who is known as "the king 
of the pearl fishers,'' originally stocked 
it with 150,000 pearl oysters. Now 
1,500 men—200 of whom are divers— 
and 250 vessels are employed in har- 
vesting the crop. 


"I have been 35 years engaged in 


pearl fishing,'' Mr. Clark told a corre- 
spondent of the Melbourne Age. " I began 
in a small way and have given the fish- 
eries my close attention during all this 
time. My experience has led me to the 
belief ttet, with proper intelligence in 
the selection of a place, one can raise 
pearls and pearl shells as easily as one 
can raise oysters. 


"I started my farm three years ago 


and Luve slocked it with shells which I 
obtained, in many instances, far out at 
sea. To grow shells successfully, how- 
ever, according to my experience thus 
far, the water must not be too deep. 


"My pearl shell farm covers 5,089 


square miles. Over most of it the water 
is shallow. In shallow water shells at- 
tain the greatest size, and, besides, it is 
hard on the divers to go down deep for 
them. 


' 'I ship my pearls to London in my 


own vessels. T'kc <!atch each year runs, 
roughly speaking, from §200,000 worth 
up to almost five times that amount."

Old showmen said, 
"Dan lost his luck when he parted 
from her," 


In the early part of 1860 Rice's show 


and his habits grew worse, but he kept 
In the ring as clown each season with 
young circus men. In 1881 he was out 
with Will Stow under the firm name 
of Rice & Stow, but the- partnership 
was dissolyed by his enforced retire- 
ment before the close of the season. 
Some years ago he struck an oil well 
on his wife's property in Girard, put 
Sp a derrick, set a drill to work, or- 
ganized a stock company and sold 
stock to Avery Smith, Seth B. Howes 
and J. J. Nathans and other'"old tim- 
ers" of the circiu business, but it was 
soon ascertained that there was not 
a pint of petroleum within 100 miles of 
the well. 


In 1878 Dan Rice reformed in St. 


Louis and afterward delivered temper- 
ance lectures, 
occasionally 
slipping 


back into old paths. Forepaugh once 
said that he would let Dan Rice fix his 
own terms for a season In California 
1C he would engage to keep sober the 
season through, but the offer was re- , 
fused. In 18TO Nathans, June & Bailey 
telegraphed to Dan in Girard that. 
they would pay him his own price as a 
clown for four weeks in this city if he 1 
would permit his salary to stand until 
the conclusion of his engagement as a ;

General "W. H. L. Barnes, one of the 


leaders of the San Francisco bar, at a 
meetiug 'of the California commandery 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Le- 
giou, told the following story about 
General Grant. It was told years ago to 
General Barnes by Captain Richard L. 
Ogden, once a clerk in the office of the 
United States quartermaster at San, 
Francisco, iud General Barnes recently- 
copied it tfeli Captain Ogden's diary. 


It was thatjwhen Grant resigned his 


commission as captain, at the age of 32, 
being then in Oregon, he went to San 
Francisco on his way home and present- 
ed to Captain Ogden a certificate of per 
diem service on a court martial amount- 
ing to about $40. The certificate was in- 
correctly drawn, and Grant with a look 
of despair asked Captain Ogden's per- 
mission to sleep ou the lounge in the 
latter:s office, saying ho had not a cent 
to his name. He slept on the rickety 
office lounge, aud Ogden agreed to cash 
the certificate personally and to send it 
back to Oregon for correction. Grant 
had expected to buy passage for himself 
to New York in the steerage, but Ogden 
went with him to the Pacific Mail 


cabin passage pass, 01 what was the 
nearest to it the steamship company 
could give, for Grant had to pay his 
railroad fare across the isthmus. This, 
however, left him §15, and Grant was 
very grateful. 


The diary quotes him as saying to 


Captain Ogden: "This is a great luxury 
aud what I did not expect, and I am in- 
debted to you for it. The prospect of 
ever being able to reciprocate is cer- 
tainly remote, but strange things hap- 
pen in this world, and there isnoknow- 
ing."—Pittsbnrg Dispatch.

School Job Specifications 


Although Saturday afternoon was the 


time set for the opening of bids for the 
work of grading the normal school 
property, not a single bid was entered. 
New advertisements will therefore be 
placed in the papers, calling again, for 
bids for the work. 


The failure of local contractors to 


put in any bids was something of a 
surprise, and next time advertisements 
will be placed to reach out of town con- 
tractors. Local contnractors say that 
the reason they did not bid was that 
the specifications were so made as to 
leave them in ignorance of what would 
be required of them, while they were 
required to estimate In a lump sum. 
They had no reasons for being sure 
that after they had taken the job, re- 
quirements would not be added that 
would make them do the work at a 
loss, and they say that when they ask- 
ed clearer specifications, their request 
was refused. 


The job is one that involves some 


$11,000 or $12',000, and several local con- 
tractors were anxious to bid on it, while 
two or three out of town contractors 
looked over the specifications and then 
withdrew. 


The plans call for a great deal of 


work in a way of a nature that calls 
for a knowledge of landscape garden- 
ing, as was seen when the nlans were 
first decided upon and published in full 
in the Transcript some months ago.

FAMOUS SCOTTISH WARRIOR 


Incidents In General Hector Macdon- 


ttld'a Brilliant Career. 


"Fighting Mac," as General Hector 


Macdonuld, commander of the High- 
land brigade, recently wounded while 
pursuing General Cronje In South Af 
riea, is affectionately known among the 
soldiers and people of the British em- 
pire, stands today in the front rank of 
that army, which has seen few careers, 
If any, so romantic as his. Born of 
simple crofters in the old red sand- 
stone country, tlie grit of that geolog- 
ical formation and a natural genius for 
war have raised him from the ranks 
with a speed almost unprecedented. 


It is almost exactly 19 years ago since 


the then Lieutenant Macdonald experi- 
enced what he recently called the sad- 
dest day of his life In the British de- 
feat on Majuba Hill. He was one of 
tlie few to escape from that bloody 
field on the bright Sunday of Feb. 27, 
1SS1. 
His company had been almost 


annihilated, and 
young Macdonald 


owed his life to the generosity of a 
Boer whom he had just knocked down. 
General Colley had been killed, and the 
young Highlander, untouched in the 
hours of fighting, was at grips with 
three sturdy burghers. 
Two of them 


he bad felled by sheer physical force, 
aud the third leveled a rifle at him 
when one of the assailants from the 
ground shouted: "Don't shooj! He's 
to'o brave a man to kill. Let's take him 
prisoner." 


This was the man who as a lad had 


run away from his apprenticeship to a 
draper to enter the army. He had been 
instructed to cut some cloth, and his 
employer was so displeased by the re- 
sult that he asked the boy whether he 
had cut it with a spade. "No," came 
the prompt reply; "with a shovel," and 
then, for the only time in his life, Mac- 
donald was seen in retreat at the dou- 
ble quick. 


His first fame was achieved in the 


Afghan campaign of 1879, when Lord 
Roberts praised his "coolness, judg- 
ment and gallantry" in his dispatches, 
says the New York Herald. In com- 
mand of a small hill blockhouse, with 
63 Gordon highlanders and part of a 
Sikh regiment, Macdonald learned that 
Afghans were lying in wait to cut the 
staff to pieces. He found them 2,000 
strong on a steep hill and defeated 
them, so that Lord Koberts said, "But 
for his excellent services on this oc- 
casion it might probably have been 
impossible to carry out the programme 
of our march." 


Then, when the famous dash to Kan- 


dahar had been completed, Roberts 
presented a sword to Macdonald, with 
his personal thanks, and at the end of 
the war offered the choice of a com- 
mission or the Victoria cross, the com- 
mission being promptly chosen and ob- 
tained nine years after enlistment. 
After that Macdonald's tjjBie was spent 
almost entirely in active service and 
the winning «f honors in Egypt. He 
participated in the belated Nile expedi- 
tion intended for the relief of Gordon; 
ke won the order of Mcdjldii ia the 
Suakin campaign. After Tokar he ob- 
tained the medal of the distinguished 
service order, and his majority in 1896. 


In the battle of Omdurman he won 


his name of "Fighting Mac," and ri- 
valed Kitchener as the hero of the day. 
It is said that he disobeyed an order to 
retire, with the retort, "We are here to 
fight, not to retire." Many experts 
hold that it was he who turned into a 
brilliant British victory what other- 
wise would have been a defeat, and 
great were the honors showered on 
him when .lap returned to England,

It sometimes happens that one sees a 


young American mother so utterly unfit 
for the training of children and for the 
duties of motherhood that one cannot 
bnt wonder vrhy it pleased Providence 
ever to give her the care of little ones. 
This happens sometimes in the case of 
really estimable women, and I have 
heard a young mother say sadly that she 
never quite knc-w what to do with baby, 
it was snch a qraeer little thing, and she 
was half afraid to tonch it. Other young 
things in the shape of puppies, kittens, 
or even colts, sho knew all about and 
was quite at home with, bnt her own 
child remained a sort of curious and uu- 
canny little being to her till his baby 
days were over and he began to shara 
in his mother's hobbies in a boyish sort 
of way. 


Now, in Japan a mother like this is 


an impossibility. 
She ^s not interested 


in politics or in social reforms, neither 
is she bent on being a social success, nor 
devoted to any scientific philanthropic 
work, as are so many of her western sis- 
ters. She is par excellence a mother, 
and one who cannot be rivaled in any 
e43jer country. No children aro so well 
and carefully tended as hers, and she is 
patient and gentle with them, never 
threatening them, if they are unruly, 
with corporal punishment, nor raising 
her voice and scolding them in, the un- 
pleasant way one BO often hears in other 
countries. The Japanese mother is a 
born kindergaertnorin and enters into 
the lives of her little ones jnst as easily 
as the western kindergarten teacher who 
has undergone a long period of study 
and training. To her the duties ol 
motherhood come naturally, for among 
her nation women who will make good 
mothers are chosen as wives, and thus 
in the course of nature tho quality of 
motherliness is intensified as time goes 
on, and the race of mothers becomes 
very superior. 


Nowhere in motherhood as respected 


as in Japan, and nowhere does the 
mother receive more attention from both 
her husband arsd her children. She is 
regarded as tho maker of the race, and 
her maternal duties are considered to be 
exceedingly honorable and to entitle her 
to the utmost consideration aud affec- 
tion.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

MUTUAL LIFE'S EXHIBITION; 


A Striking Display to Be Mode at tlie 


Purls Exposition. 


At the head office of the Mutual Life 


Insurance company in New York there 
was displayed recently part of the ex- 
hibit which ILe company vriii ttiake at 
the Paris exposition of 1900. This con- 
sists of statistical, historical, pictorial 
and geographic charts prepared by W. 
P. Stewart and John W. Guiteau, 
which show the company's progress 
compared with the development of the; 
United States, agriculturally and finan- 
cially, since the company was founded. 
These charts are drawn on a large 
scale. Photographs of the home office 
and the general agencies also form 
part of the exhibit, but the-main fea- 
ture will be a foxmtaln symbolical of 
toe operations of the company, says 
the New York Tribune. The construc- 
tion of this fountain is based upon onu 
of the statistical charts of the compa- 
ny in correct mathematical propor- 
tions, representing its financial history 
from the time of its incorporation to 
the present day. Tue diagram from 
which it is taken is formed into a four 
sided vase, or basin, supported by !n- 
tertwining lire oak trees growing from 
the earth, typifying "Strength," "Age" 
and "Mutual Support." 
Among the 


branches are small shields, containing 
Insignia of the arts, sciences and 
trades, denoting the people from whom 
the company derives its support. Above 
the vase, on a round pedestal, will be 
four representative figures to typify 
the worldwide sources from which the 
company receives business. These fig- 
ures bear vessels from which pours 
forth the water, an emblem of money 
put into the company. Tills water, 
falling Into the vase, leaves there the 
reserve fund and, overflowing, falls ; 
down upon the earth, where It is dis- 
tributed to the beneficiaries, who aro 
typified at the base. 


The company has secured space for 


Its exhibit in the United States Pub- 
Ushers' building, an annex to the de- 
partment of liberal arts and chemical 
Industries, which is situated immedi- 
ately adjoining the main exhibit palace 
In the Esplanade des Invalides section 
of the exposition. The interior of the 
building resembles a large gallery 
made up of a series of domes, sup- 
ported by ornamental columns, the 
whole being handsomely and appropri- 
ately decorated. The company's por- 
tion, which is the northeast corner of , 
the building, convenient to the en- ! 
trances, will be arranged to provide | 
the greatest possible wall space for the 
exhibition.

An apparatus by which an engineer 


may test or determine the quality and 
adaption of the coal ho receives is de- 
scribed in the Boston Journal of Com- 
merce. The test, is not intended to be an 
analysis, but principally to show the 
amount of fixed carbon in tho coal and 
the percentage of ash. As each carload 
is received samples are taken from 20 or 
more parts of tho car, thoroughly mixed 
and quartered, each quarter being also 
mixed and quartered until the sample is 
obtained. This sample is then carefully 
weighed, the volatile matter driven off, 
weighed again, and the carbon consumed, 
and the ash -weighed. This estimate is 
important in guarding against the use 
of coal having an undue percentage of 
ash. 
The various coals differ in the per- 


centage of ash which they contain, some 
Cumberland coals having from 12 to 14 
per cent of ash, while a good New river 
will have as low as 3 or 4 per ceijt. 
Thus, though tho coals may look alike 
to the average engineer, the heat value 
characterizing them is 10 percent great 
er in one desciiption than tho other, 
and, ascertaining this, an important 
•aying in the coat of fuel may result.

American Warships.

What It Is and How the Indiana XTged to 


Make It. 


When Columbus discovered America, 


he found the Indians carrying on trade 
from tribe to tribe with wampum. Any- 
thing that has value may be used as 
money. In ancient Syracuse and Britain 
tin was used as money, and we find that 
iron was so used at ofte time in Sparta, 
pieces of silk in China, cattle in Rome 
and Germany, leather among the Car- 
thaginians, nails in Scotland, lead in 
Burma, platinum in Russia, cubes ol 
pressed tea in Tartary, slaves among the 
Anglo-Saxons, salt in Abyssinia, eto. 


Wampum is from an Algonquin word 


meaning "white." The Indians have 
ever been fond of ornaments, particu- 
larly of beads. They used to make beads 
of seashells in the following way: A 
fragment of stone was with ranch care 
"worked down" to the size of a small 
nail, having one end quite pointed, and 
it was then fastened to a piece of cane 
or a reed. With this simple tool the In- 
dian workman chipped off a bit of the 
inside of a conch shell or a part of the 
shell of a hard clam and rubbed it down 
to the size desired. This bit of shell he 
held ia his hand, placed the sharp end 
of the stone against it and then turned 
the stone around and around until a 
hole was drilled entirely through the 
shell. 


The shell beads thus tediously manu- 


factured were called wampum. These 
beads were either white or of a purple 
color, the last being valued much higher 
than the first. It was the very laborious 
way of making wampum that gave it 
value. The wampum was artistically 
strung upon hempen threads and used 
as necklaces, bracelets and rings. Often 
it was woven into belts about 8 inches 
in width and 2 feet in length. 


The wampum belt served many pur- 


poses. It was sent from tribe to tribe 
with solemn promises and messages, it 
was used in making peace, in asking for 
aid in time of war, for personal adorn- 
ment and also as a ' 'circulating medi- 
um." The coast tribe Indians were the 
wampum makers. The interior Indians 
spent their time hunting and exchanged 
game of all kinds for the wampum made 
by the coast tribes. 


I<'or a long time after white people 


fjad settled in the new world small 
coins were scarce and wampum was 
used as "change." Finally the "pale- 
faces" set up lathes by treadles for the 
purpose of making wampum quickly, 
and soon the Indian wampum makers 
were, as we say nowadays, ' 'out of a 
job. "—Philadelphia Times. 


Shell Welfffct of H#w W«*»»n, it !• > 


Expected, Will Be Kept Under One 
Hundred and Seventy-five Pound*. I 
The Twelve Inch Gun Likely to Be j 
Replaoed by the Ten Inch. 
| 


The ordnance experts of the navy 


department are engaged in designing a 
gun of 7 inch caliber, says the* Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post This is a new type of weapon, 
the nearest approach to it In size being 
the 6 Inch and 8 Inch guns. The pres- 
ent calibers in existence in the United 
States navy for main battery pieces 
are 4 inch, 5 inch, 6 inch, 8 inch, 10 
Inch, 12 Inen and 13 inch. The 12 inch 
weapon will in future designs consti- 
tute the heaviest gun carried on Ameri- 
can warships. 


In the designs for the new 14,000 ton 


battleships 
provision is made for 


mounting on each ship either eight or 
six 7 inch guns, according to which de- 
sign is selected, though it is by no 
means certain that four 8 inch guns 
may not be selected in lieu of the 7 
inch. The interesting phase, however, 
is the necessity which gives rise to a 
new caliber, and which is explained by 
•the appearance of 6 inch Krupp proc- 
ess armor plate on the sides of many 
foreign battleships. It Is a recognized 
principle when supplying a ship's bat- 
tery to consider the probable, work the 
ehip may be called upon to perform. 
If the battleship Is intended only to 
fight gunboats, then 4 inch pieces will 
suffice. 
If, however, she is intended 


to fight armorclads, then she must pos- 
sess ordnance capable of piercing the 
sidfes of her probable enemy. On the 
same theory one would not use a fowl- 
Ing piece when hunting elephants nor 
employ an elephant gun whea hunting 
quail. 


Within the past two years Krupp 


process armor plate has put in an ap- 
pearance, and its ballistic tests have 
demonstrated it to be superior to the 
best plate in previous use. A 6 inch 
Krupp plate when struck by a shell at 
an angle of 30 degrees represents a 
power of resistance equal to about 16 
or 17 inches of iron. At ordinary fight- 
ing ranges it is too much to expect 6 
inch shells to get through this plate. 
So light, comparatively, is this 6 inch 
Krupp plate that foreign • battleships 
are being covered with it over the 
greater part of their sides, leaving the 
12 inch plates to protect the hull in 
the vicinity of the water line and un- 
der the turret positions. A distinguish- 
ed ordnance officer calculates that the 
best 6 inch guns in service today can- 
not pierce this Krupp 6 inch plate at 
1,000 yards range, and the assertion is 
made that had the ships of Gervera's 
fleet been protected over the greater 
part of the hulls with 6 inch Krupp 
plate not a projectile below the 8 inch 
caliber would have got through. 


The 8 inch .shell will pierca 6 inch 


Krupp plate within ordinary fighting 
ranges, but the 250 pounds weight of 
an 8 inch projectile precludes rapidity 
of fire. It was at first thought possible 
to reduce the weight of the 8 inch 
shell to, say, 210 pounds, but this plan 
Is deemed inadvisable. If any change 
is made in the weight of the 8 inch 
shell, it is more likely to be in the di- 
rection of gain rather than reduction, 
and it will not be surprising if the 300 
pound shell of the 8 inch seacoast gun 
Is yet adopted. 


Tlili Prairie Schooner Was Rigged 


With Sulla and Mude Record Time 


1 Yearn Ago In the Grrat Ruve For 


I 
the Newly Discovered Uoldneld*. 


• In these days of automobiles, motor- 
Cycles and horseless vehicles it may not 
be uninteresting. to know that one ol 
.the early inventions in this country to 
(do away with animal motive power 
originated in Kansas City, Kan. Sam- 
iuel Peppard was the genius who con- 
structed a vehicle that carried him and 
three companions over the plains from 
;Oskaloosa almost to Denver. 
And 


,with such rapidity, too, that be not 
'only passed all the white people Jour- 
neying the same way, but easily dis- 
tanced Indian pursuers and won his 
rig the uustiated admiration of the re1 
men. 


It was during the time of the excite- 


ment following the discovery of gold 
'in Colorado. A great many people had 
set out for this El Dorado, and long 
wagon trains were to be seen every 
day moving across the plains. 
Mr. 


Peppard was anxious to go, but there 
was one great difficulty in the way- 
he didn't have the money to buy horses 
and wagon. 
So he sat down and 


thought it all over, and then as a result 
he gave out that he was going to build 
a wagon with a sail, which he thouj^t 
would make the trip in about as good 
time as any prairie schooner that was 
floating around over the wild and wool- 
ly west. 


When he first began to build the 


wagon, the wise men of the town all 
laughed at him for wasting his time on 
such a craft, just as other wise men of 
Noah's time scoffed at the good patri- 
arch. Mr. Peppard's advisers declared 
that if he attempted to navigate such a 
craft he would certainly be killed, and 
the people in general looked the wagon 
over, shook their heads and called it 
."Peppard's folly." 


But Mr. Peppard kept on sawing 


wood and turning it into wheels and 
running gear and boards. At last it 
was finished. It was made of rough 
lumber and shaped like a skiff. It was 
eight feet long from prow to stern and 
three feet across at amidships and two 
feet deep. The bed was placed on a 
running gear with axles six feet apart, 
the wheels all the same size and about 
as large as the front wheels of a bug- 
gy. A ten foot mast was fastened to 
the front axle and came up through 
the bottom of the wagon box, and to 
this two sails were rigged, the larger 
,11 by 8 feet, the other 7 by 5. They 
were both to be worked by a rope 
through a pulley at the top of the mast. 


If the wind was high, the smaller 


was to be used, and if it was low the 
larger was to be employed. The wag- 
on had a brake and a rudder for steer- 
ing. The hounds, instead of having a 
tongue art/iched, came up over the top 
of the bed and were welded together. 
A bar was fastened here and extended 
backward three feet. 
There was a 


seat placed at the end of the bar for 
the captain, and he steered by pushing 
the bar to the right or the left. The 
craft rigged out weighed 350 pounds, 
carried a crew of four men, a cargo of 
500 pounds, the camping outfit and 
provisions serving as ballast. 


Before Mr. Peppard started on his 


overland voyage he made a trial one 
mile south of Oskaloosa on the present 
site of the Jefferson 
county 
fair 


grounds. There is a level stretch of 
several miles, and a good, stiff breeze 
was on. When it struck the large sail, 
the craft stuck its nose down to the 
ground and came near capsizing. He 
slacked sftil and set out again with the 
large sheet reefed, and the smaller full

t°M

Letter From Local Boy Now 


in Army at 


Honolulu 


THE HORRORS 
OF QUARANTINE 


Sold'er Stricken While Guarding the 


Queens Palace. 
Chinese and 


Japanese Herded in a Church 


Half the City Burned.

Honolulu, H. I., Jan. 19, 1900. 


Editor of the Transcrlot: 


Dear Sir—It is possible that among 


the numerous readers of your paper, 


•A few -".\ould feel interested in the wel- 
fare of Uncle Sam's troops stationed 
in far-off Honolulu. Nearly a year has 
passed since we left Fort Monroe, Va., 
enroute to Honolulu, H. I. The plea- 
sant memory of our trip across the 
continent, time can never erase. Hav- 
ing kept a diary of the numerous epi- 
sodes and interesting" events we en- 
countered while on our way enables me 
some time in the near future to for- 
•u ard you a coiw. 


On our arrival at Honolulu we were 


given a splendid reception, a luxurious 
dinner was provided by President Dole. 
the natives decking us with garlands 
of flowers, made us ai/tfear more like 
contestants at a flower carnival than 
soldiers. 


Honolulu is surrounded by volcanic 


mountains covered with trooica.1 v»ge- 
tation of magnificent grandeur. Fruit 
is very plentiful, 'figs, dates, cocoanuts 
and bananas grow in the vicinity of our 
camp. Honolulu has several beautiful 
parks, the most popular of which is 
Kapiolam. This park was presented 
to the people by the late Queen Kapi- 
olani. 
I am somewhat reluctant to relate 


the following news, for it mars the fair 
name of Honolulu. In November last 
this city was stricken with the bubonic 
plague; several deaths occured, but no 
alarming results until the month of 
January. 
Now the average 
reaches 


eight deaths per day, making a total 
of 90 up to the present day. 


The health officers are doing; their 


utmost to stamp out the disease, but 
so far their efforts have been in vain. 
One half of Honolulu has been de- 
stroyed by fire, several first class ho- 
tels and private residences in the 
vicinity of the plague-stricken district 
have been burnt, still the disease con- 
tinues to spread. 


Tcfday a Mrs. Boardman, who held 


a position as clerk in one of the load- 
ing business houses in Honolulu, was 
stricken with the plague, and died in 
a few hours. 
She was a native of 


Lowell, Mass., but for the cast 10 
years had been a resident of Honolulu. 


Several riots 
have dccurred. and 


bloodshed has been narrowly averted. 
Recently the health officials in burn- 
ing a portion of the infected district 
lost control oC the fire and the whole of 
Chinatown was destroyed. This creat- 
ed a riot; the Chinese and Japs armed 
themselves and alternated to resist the 
civil authorities. The sentries were un- 
able to control them, so both batteries 
ct artillery were called out and soon 
rid the mob under control. 
Orders 


v :>.-" then received to Quarantine all 
Ch;: 2?e and Japs living in the near 
\icinitj and within a few hours over 
StiOO men, women and children were 
quarantined in one of the native 
churches. Sentries were stationed at 
intervals of 10 paces around the church 
and no one was allowed to enter or 
leave. It wag a pitiful sight to see 
those Chinese and Js^s all huddled to- 
gether like a. lot of sheep, their homes 
end worldly possessions all gone. 


The government is doing all they can 


to relieve them, but I am afraid that

Read in Catholic Churches Sunday. 


The Lsnten Services 


beg-lna Wedneday, Ash Wednes- 


day, and the following1 regulations were 
read in the local Catholic church Sun- 
day: 


1. All the days of Lent, except Sun- 


days, are fast days of obligation. 


2. 
By an Indult of the 
Holy See 
•(.granted May 25, 1895, for ten years), all 
persons are allowed to use flesh meat 
on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, except the second and last 
Saturday. 


3. By special privilege of another in- 


dult of the Holy See (granted March l~>, 
1S95, for ten years), working people and 
their families are allowed to use llesh 
meat on all days of the year, except 
Fildays, Ash Wednesday, Wednesday 
and Saturday of Holy week and the 
vigil of Christmas. 


4. Persons bound to fast may use 


meat only once on the fast days when 
its use is permitted them by these in- 
dults; persons not bound to fast are not 
thus limited. The use of meat on Sun- 
days is not limited as to the number of 
times. 


5. Even those who are bound to fast 


may take in the morning- a small piece 
of biead, with a cup of tea, 
coffee, 


chocolate or similar drink. 


6. At the evening collation, on ac- 


count of long existing custom, the 
church tolerates the use of eggs, but- 
ter, cheese and milk. 


7. Those who cannot conveniently 


take the principal meal of the day at 
noon may invert the order, taking the 
collation in the morning and dinner in 
the evening. 


8. The use of flesh meat and fish at 


the same meal is not allowed, even on 
Sunday. 


9. Besidesi lard, the fat 
rendered 


from any kind of meat may be used in 
preparing food on any day in Lent. 
This dispensation is extended to the 
days of abstinence and the fast days 
throughout the year. 


10. The following persons are ex- 


empted from the obligations of fasting: 
All under 21 years of age, and those of 
advanced age; the sick; those who can- 
not fast without grave inju-ry to their 
health; women .during pregnancy or 
while nursing infants; and all those 
whose duties are of a very laborious or 
exhausting nature. Persons thus ex- 
empt from fasting are still bound by 
the law of abstinence, except in cases 
of sickness or the like, or when dis- 
pensed as above. 


11. A custom to be commended is 


the 
abstinence 
from 
intoxicating 


drinks during Lent, in honor of the 
sacred thirst of our Divine Saviour. 


12. The usual Lenten devotions will 


be provided in the churches of the 
diocese and the faithful should be ex- 
horted to do penance for their sins, to 
approach the sacraments of Penance 
and the Holy Eucharist, and to lead 
better Christian lives. 


The Lenten services will begin at 


Notre Dame and St. Francis churches 
Wednesday, There will be a low mass 
at 7.30 a.nid a, high mass at 8.30. The 
ashes will be blessed and distributed. 
In the evening- there will be a sermon 
benediction of the Blessed Sacrament 
and distribution of ashes. 


On week days during Lent masses in 


ithe morning will be at 
7.30 o'clock. 


Ilach Friday evening there will be re-ci- 
tation of the stations of the cross at 
7.30. 
On Tuesday nights during Lent 


there will be sermon and benediction, 
out-of-town preachers being present.

writing of the recent ruling- of the 
board of health on the auestion o£ 
using milk tickets more than once, con- 
demns it as drawing the lines too tight- 
ly, and says that health legislation is 
tecoming a "fad," Continuing, the ar- 
ticle says: 


"To a serson inclined to be at all 


critical, this drive for health seems to 
be in some respects one-sided and in- 
consistent. Since the fad reached full 
bloom the city has been turned bottom 
side up, figuratively speaking, to insure 
a supply of water and ice admitted to 
be fit for use, yet 19 bars can do a 
"land office" business for over 300 days 
in the year, and the "purity" of the 
streams that flow over them is never 
officially questioned. It may not be the 
business of the board of health to see 
that the liauors sold are pure, yet one 
would siippose that a community so 
over-nice in regard to its ice and wa- 
ter supplies v ould demand to kno >• 
something of the quality of its oth-ji 
beverages. 


One of the most laughable and ridicu- 


lous of all the health regulations in the 
city is that concerning the moving of 
manure. No man is allowed to ha.ul a 
load of manure throug-h the 
streets 


without blanketing and tucking it up 
as carefully as one \vould a sick child, 
to protect tHte nostrils and lun;rs cf the 
community from offense and conta- 
gion, but when the destination is reach- 
ed, no matter if it is in the very heart 
of the city, the blankets mar be rmlled 
ofi ar.d the manure srirend from one to 
inree inches dcop ah over the lawn, 
there to rot, steam and stink in the fall 
and sm-ing, and behold, this has not 
been found "injurious to health." 


It is such things as these, and not 


the building of necepsai-y sewers and 
the abatement of nuisances, tha.t causc- 
prop-le to smile, and to wo-u1or whjrv 
the,health boa.rd's search for the foun- 
tain of perpetual youth will end."
